T he Senator from G eorgia, according to 
his constant wont, leaned hack in Ins cliuir, 
protruded his feet, clasped his hands, resting 
them in his lap, and looked up to the sky-light 
sm iling, d uring the whole of Mr W eb ster’s re­ 
mark*. 
He rose leisurely to re p ly ; and, in 
his usual courteous m anner and melodious 
voice, w ithout the slightest indication of lost 
01 ruffled tem per, informed the Senator from 
M assachusetts, he should alw ays place him 
aside o f the H ank, whenever he thought proper, 
w hether lie would or no. 
And in 
a few 
words dem onstrated, that tfiis had been n oth­ 
ing but a contest betw een the Rank and the 
governm ent, and the gentlem an had been the 
champion of tins com m on enem y. 
In reply 
to some allusion made by Mr W . to Mr F o r­ 
sy th 's “ G eorgia J u d g e ,” and that Mr F. was 
“ out ot his seat yesterday,” M r F. said he 
did not allow gentlem en to question Ins ab­ 
se n c e ; but if the S enator chose to take the 
stand and undergo an exam ination, he was 
ready to do tin* s a m e ; and as willing to ac­ 
count tor his “ w hereabouts,” as lie would be.
